Eemairks by tbe Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara. 

The year 1916-17 opened under most unfavourable agricultural conditions. 
The monsoon had failed in the preceding year, and it had been found necessary 
to declare Scarcity in the Merwara Sub-District in March, 1916. Prospects 
■were generally depressing thiou?hout the District, nearly all the tanks 
•were empty and the Eabi harvest "was in consequence extremely poor. By the 
month of June the number of relief works in Merwara had risen to ten and a 
failure of the approaching monsoon would have made the declaration of Famine 
inevitable. Fortunately abundant rain was received in July, and in the 
following months the monsoon was all that could be desired. . The Scarcity 
"works were all closed by the end of August : Ajmer-Merwara enjoyed an 
excellent Kharif and distress gave place to prosperity. 

2. As a result of the favourable monsoon the total revenue (Imperial and 
Local) of Ajmer-Merwara rose to Bs. 17,80 057, an increase of nearly rupees 
three lakhs as compared with that of the preceding year. The expenditure 
incurred also shows a substantial increase amounting to B.s. 20, Si, 671 as 
against Bs. 15,22,666 in the year 1915-16 : this is due to an outlay of some five 
lakhs of rupees in connexion with the relief of Scarcity. 

3. B.eceipts from Excise rose by nearly Bs. 40,000, and provide a striking 
indication of the prevailing prosperity. 

4. The Co-operative Credit movement has also been materially assisted by 
the monsoon. There is a considerable amount of debt still outstanding 
against the Societies, but recoveries to the extent of more than rupees five lakhs 
A\ere effected during the year. In addition to this it is to be noted with satis- 
faction that the Co-operative Credit movement enabled cultivators to spend 
some three lakhs of rupees in discharging their outside liabilities and in the 
redemption of mortgages ; and thereby to extinguish debts to the amount of 
Ks. 4,30,000. 

6. With regard to the Ajmer Municipality, it is to be observed that the 
main diflBculty with which the Committee have had to contend hitherto has 
been occasioned by the shortage of the water-supply. This difiQculty has now 
been overcome, and the Committee are now faced with an entirely different 
problem, viz., the question of surface-drainage. This will necesbitate a large 
capital outlay which in the present period of financial stringency it is impos- 
sible to provide. But the Committee are giving the matter their consideration : 
it is hoped they will decide to devote what sums they can make available for 
the purpose of procuring expert advice on the subject, so that, when the 
financial situation clears, they may be ready to proceed to the best possible 
advantage. 

6. Education has continued to make a steady advance. The number of 
pupils attending educational institutions in the District has increased considerably. 
Accommodation is to a certain extent deficient, but this is a disadvantage 
which cannot be expected to vanish until the War has come to an end.

SECTION I. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 

1. The office of Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, was held by Mr. C. C. Personnel. 
Watson, C.I.E., I.C.S., from 1st April 1916 to 20th December 1916 and by 

Mr. L. W. Reynolds, C.I.E., I. O.S., from the 3rd January 1917 to the end of 
the year. During the intervening days, viz., from the 21st December 1916 
to 2nd January 1917 Mr. H. C. Greenfield, I.C.S., Assistant Commissioner, 
held charge of the office of Commissioner in addition to his own duties. 

2. The office of Additional District and Sessions Judge was held through- 
out the year by Diwan Bahadur M. Damoder Lai and that of Assistant Com- 
missioner, Ajmer-Merwara, by Mr. H. C. Greenfield, I.C.S. 

3. M. Phul Chand, Extra Assistant Commissioner, Ajmer, remained on 
leave and M. Shanker Lai officiated as Extra Assistant Commissioner, Ajmer, 
throughout the year except from 2nd November 1916 to 17th December 1916 
■when he went on privilege leave and M. Bhagwati Lai acted as Extra Assistant 
Commissioner, Ajmer. 

4. Rai Sahib Pandit Brijjiwan Lai, B.A., continued to hold the appoint- 
ment of Extra Assistant Commissioner, Merwara, and M. Maharaj Swarup 
that of Sub-Divisional Officer, Kekri, throughout the year. 

6. Lieutenant-Colonel R. C. Macwatt, C.I.E,, E.R.C.8., I.M.S,, continued 
in the office of the Civil Surgeon throughout the year. 

,6. Mr. Hollins held charge of the office of District Superintendent of 
Police from 1st to 6th April 1916. He was then transferred to foreign service 
in the Tonk State and the office was temporarily held by Mr. Hogan, the Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Police, from the 7th to 12th April 1916. Mr. Mayers 
held the office of District Superintendent of Police from the 13th April to the 
end of the year. 

7. The total revenue (Imperial and Local) of Ajmer-Merwara for the Revenue and 

year amounted to Rs. 17,80,067 as compared with Rs. 16,08,790 last year and exnenditure 
the total expenditure was Rs. 20,69,127 as against Rs. 16,22,666. e^^statement 

8. Imperial revenues rose from Rs. 9,92,634 in the year 1916-16 to 
Rs. 11,60,971 in the year under report and expenditure from Rs. 10,16,672 to 
Rs. 14,96,973. 

9. There was a deficit of Rs. 3,36,002 in the Imperial revenue in 1916-17 
as compared with a deficit of Rs. 22,938 in the preceding year. 

10. The deficit was principally due to variations in the revenue and ex- 
penditure under the iollowing heads : —

11. The increase in receipts under the head " Land revenue ” was 'due to 
the recovery of a large amount of arrears in the year 1Q16-17 owing to the 
hharif harvest of 1324 Pasli being good. 

12. The increase in the receipts under head “Stamps” was due to increased 
civil litigation during the year consequent on the favourable kharif harvest. 

13. To the latter cause is also to be attributed an increased consumption 
of liquor resulting in enhanced revenue under the head “Excise.”

?6. During the year, sums aggregating Es. 90,922-3-8 were paid towards the 
liquidation of debts. The Takavi loans advanced to Kharwa, Bandanwara, 
Jharwasa, Enjosi and Makhupura were repaid in full during the year, as also 
the Dami and Takavi .instalments for all the estates who had received such 
loans except Salari, Dodiana and Kanai Kalan. 

27. Cost of management.— The cost of management amounted to 
Es. 40,836-7-0 or 8 76 per cent, of the year’s ordinary receipts against 
Es. 10‘92 in the last year. 

28. Education . — ^The wards named in the margin continued their studies 

throughout the year at the Mayo College- 
Thakm.’ Nathu Singh of Kalahera and 
Thakur Udai Singh of Basundni having 
attained their majority were withdrawn 

from the College in April 1917. Thakur 
Eanjit Singh of Goela and his brother Sobhas Singh, Eaja Kalyan Singh of 
Gangwana, were also withdrawn from the College in April 1917. 

29. Realih of the wards . — The health of all the wards was good throughout 
the year. 

30. In the course of inspection by the revenue olficials two hundred and 
ten pillars and survey and plot marks were found damaged and 69 in dispute. 
It is proposed to entrast twelve boundary cases pending during the year under 
report to a Special Boundary Settlement Officer as soon as one is appointed. 

31. In accordance with the rules regarding the correct maintenance of 
the khasra and maps, 3,619 corrections were made during iiie year under 
report. 

32. The Tehsildars and iNaib Tehsildars spent on an average 90 days on 
tour in the Ajmer TehsE and 110 and 130 days in the Beawar and Todgarh 
Tehsils respectively. 

33. The Ajmer Tehsil was inspected by the Commissioner and the Beawar 
and Todgarh Tehsils by the Extra Assistant Commissioner. 

34. In the Ajmer Tehsil 741 mutation cases were instituted and disposed 
of during the year under report. In Merwara the number of institutions and 
disposal of such cases was 832. 


•Requisition of 36. In. the Ajmer Tehsil a plot of land measuring 3 bighas 19 biswas 
pu^oses Md biswansis in Thok Malian was acquired as a site for the Government High 
rodwtion of School. A stun of Bs. 3,339 was paid on account of compensation and land 
Government revenue amounting to Es. 1-6-0 was remitted.

tion EeguJation. qjegulation No. HI of 1914, 130 applications for sale of land were received 

during the year under report. Of these 66 were granted and 74 rejected. The 
number of applications for lease of land for a term exceeding 20 years was 13, 
of which 10 were granted, 1 was rejected and 2 were left pending at the close 
of the year. 

38. jTJnder Section 16 of the Eegulation two decrees were transferred to the 
Collector by the Civil Courts of Ajmer-Merwara. In one the decree-holder was 
put in possession for 20 years and the other was compromised. The majority 
of the applications for permission to sell land which were eranted related 
to land within Municipal limits. 
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39. The number of cases in which decrees or orders involving the perma- 
nent alienation of lands were passed hy the civil courts in the district was 6 in 
the year under report as against 9 in the preceding year. 

40. There was no occasion for action hy the Collector on any decree or 
order passed hy any civil court contrary to any of the provisions of the 
Eegulation.

Grime Statistics. 41. The total yolume of reported crime, including true cases reported to 
Magistrates, was 3,244, a decrease of 866 or 21 per cent, on the figures for 1916. 
n, however, public nuisances are excluded the decrease is 26*65 per cent. 

42. The incidence of crime excluding offences under local laws is 62 per 
10,000 of population. 

Investigations. 43. Investigation was made in 83 per cent, of the cases reported as com- 
pared with 77 per cent, in 1915. Seventy-six police cases were struck off as 
false or as due to mistake, this number being 2 in excess of that for 1916. 
Only one case was investigated by a gazetted officer. 

44. The percentage of persons convicted to arrested in police cases was 90 
as was the case in 1916 and that of convictions secured to investigations made 
was 71 compared with 70 in the previous year. 

45. The number of murders for disposal fell from 9 in 1915 to 5 in 1916. 
Three remained undetected and two were unsuccessfully prosecuted. 

46. There was only one case of poisoning of a professional nature. It 
was not worked out. Of two other cases for disposal, one was convicted and 
the other remained undetected. 

47. No change occurred in the number of dakaitis reported, the total 
number of cases for disposal with one case pending from 1915 was 8. All 
were road dakaitis by wandering gangs and the majority occurred near the 
borders of the district. Six persons were convicted in two cases. The remain- 
ing six cases were not worked out. 

48. There were 21 true cases for disposal during the year against 32 in 
1916. Eight cases were sent to Court and five ended in conviction. The 
majority of the cases were of a petty nature. 

49. There were 440 true cases for disposal during the year, a decrease of 
257 or 36*87 per cent, on the figures for 1915. Of the 88 cases prosecuted 71 
ended in conviction. The percentage of cases convicted to reports made is 
thus 16*24 compared with 11*44 in 1915. 

60. The total number of true cases of ordinary theft for disposal was 619,, 
a decrease of 236 on the figures for the previous year. Two hundred and two 
cases involving 243 persons were sent for trial and 192 cases involving 232 
were convicted. Two gangs of cycle thieves were. accounted for. 

61. One hundred and five true cases were disposed of, 2 less than in 1915. 
Thirty-one were successfully prosecuted and in 19 cases persons were con- 
victed of receiving stolen cattle. In four cases the accused were acquitted. 

Property stolen 52. Property valued at Rs. 42,293 was reported to have been stolen as 
and recovered, compared with 66,620 in 1916. The percentage of the total recovered was 
25*02 as compared with 34 in 1915. 

Criminal Tribes* 63. There is no Salvation Army Settlement in the district. A hundred 

Baoris have already been registered and proposals are under consideration for 
proclaming and registering gypsies. 

Surveillance. 54. The number of persons dealt -with under the had livlihood sections of 

the Criminal Procedure Code was 42 against 64 in 1916. The average security 
demanded was 216 under section 110 and the average term of imprisonment

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was one year. Under section 56-109 the average term of imprisonment failing 
security was 6 months and 27 days. Six of the seven cases under sections 110 
and 29 of the 36 cases under section 109 were successful and in only one case 
was security furnished. 

55. The number of persons on history sheets was 347 at the end of 1916 
and had fallen to 329 by the end of 1916, but the number of persons whose 
names were entered in the surveillance register rose from 96 to 106. Thirty- 
five of the persons whose history sheets were maintained were reconvicted and 
imprisoned during the year. 

56. There were 65 names on the register of absconded offenders at the Absconded 
beginning of the year and 39 were added during the year ; 14 were arrested Offenders, 
and three were struck off under the rules, leaving 87 names on the register at 

the close of the year. 

67. The total allocation is now 40 ofBcers and 916 men ; the number of Sti'ength and 
constables was increased by three during the year to provide order writers, cost of the 
The actual strength at the close of the year was 39 officers and 842 men. The Tolioe. 
number of vacancies at the close of the year was 74 as compared with 31 
at the beginning. Eecruitment, owing to the pressing needs of the army, is 
daily becoming more difficult. The enhanced rates of pay sanctioned towards 
the end of the year have had no effect on recruiting but the number of resig- 
nations has decreased. 

58. Nine men were punished judicially as compared with five in 1916. Tuaishment and 
Departmental punishments numbered 16 as compared with 14 in 1915. Three rewards- 
hundred and seventy men earned Es. 3,717 in rewards during the year ; the 
amount received from the Police budget in gambling cases was rupees 1,136. 

One hundi-ed and twenty-two men received Es. 757 from the budget for meri- 
torious services- 

69. Six men were transferred to the armed branch from the mounted Armed and 
branch during the year to act as bicycle orderlies. The strength of the latter hran- 

force is now 2 head-constables and 29 constables. Proposals are under con- 
' sideration to replace a certain number of horses by camels. A new system for 
the training of the men in armed police duties is also being introduced. 

60. The training and education of the force has been much interfered with 
by the force being so much below strength. 

61. The force is much below the strength laid down and is under paid and Eural police, 
inefficient. Proposals for increasing both the pay and the strength have been 

long under consideration and have now passed the initial stages.

62. During the year 1916 the office of the District Magistrate, Ajmer- 
Merwara, was held by Mr. C. 0. Watson, I.O.S., from 1st January to the 20th 
December 1916 and from that date till the close of the year by Mr. H. 0. Green- 
field, I.O.S., Assistant Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara. 

63. The total number of offences reported was 7,891 of which 6,962 were 
returned as true; of these 1,261 were reported under the Police Act against 1,421 
in the preceding year. 

64. The number of cases under the Opium Act was 76 as against 61 in 
the year 1915 and 21 in 1914. 

66. The number of persohs under trial in the year was 10,027 ; of these 
6,078 were convicted. 

66. The corresponding figures for 1916 were 9,781 and 6,576 respectively. 

67. The number of persons placed on trial before the Honorary Magistrates 
of Ajmer-Merwara was 5,656 as against 5,162 in 1915. 

68. The average duration of each case was 31-62 days as compared with 
25-6 in 1915. 

69. The number of persons placed on trial before the District Magistrate 
was 21. 
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70. The Court of Sessions dealt with cases of 33 persons as against 39 in 
1915 ; of these 16 were convicted, 4 acquitted and 13 remained under trial. 

71. The number of appeals and revisions dealt with by the Sessions and 
the Additional Sessions Judge was 174 of which 127 were rejected. The sen- 
tence in 8 cases was reduced, in 14 reversed and 6 were referred to the Hon’ble 
the Chief Commissioner. A new trial was ordered in one case. 

72. Dewan Bahadur Munshi Damodar Lai held the office of the Additional 
Sessions Judge throughout the year and passed judgments in 12 out of the 14 
Sessions cases. 

73. The number of appeals and miscellaneous criminal applications dis- 
posed of by the Chief Commissioner as High Court was 73, of wliich 68 were 
rejected. The .sentence in one was reduced and in four cases proceedings of 
the subordinate courts were quashed.

74. The total number of courts during the year was 33. 

75. The total number of suits (including miscellaneous) was 9,854 against 
9,002 in the year 1915, showing an increase of 852. The increase is attribut- 
able to favourable harvests. 

76. The total value of Suits instituted this year was Es. 10,97,916 as against 
Es. 7,79,706. 

77. Suits of all kinds the value of which did not exceed Es. 50 numbered 
4,604. 

78. The total number of Suits of all kinds for disposal including arrears 
was 11,971. The contested Suits disposed of numbered 1,280 ; (56 were decided 
by arbitration and 6,006 without any contest. The number disposed of without 
trial was 2,783 and 22 Suits were transferred to other courts. The pending file 
at the close of the year was 1,825 as compared with 1,033 in the preceding year ; 
of the former 413 had been pending for more than three months. 

79. The average duration of the contested Suits was 129’62 days and that 
of uncontested Suits 83’75. 

ADpeals. appellate side there were 566 appeals from decrees and orders, 

’ and the pending file at the close of the year was 233 against 188 in the pre- 

•ceding year. The average duration of appeals was 85’9/days as against 134'6. 

81. The number of applications for execution of decrees was 14,266 
against 13,816. The number of pending applications at the close of the year 
was 3,080 as compared with 1,883. 

81A. The total number of appeals and miscellaneous civil applications 
dealth with by the Chief Commissioner was 384.

82. There was no change in the number of offices throughout the year. 
An extra Moharrir was entertained in the Ajmer Sub-Kegistry office during the 
year, and the additional expenditure met by a reduction of the allowance to 
the Moharrirs of Kekri and Todgarh. 

83. The total number of documents of all classes presented for registration 
during the year under report was 2,523 against 2,772 in the preceding year. 
The decrease appears to be due to the fact that the rains were good following a 
series of bad years. There was thus less recourse to the money-lender in 
agricultural tracts. 

84. Of the total number of documents presented for registration, 1,766 
documents or 69’60 per cent, were registered in the Ajmer Sub-Eegistry office as 
against 68‘21 and 61'21 in the two preceding years. 

85. The area of agricultural land transferred by sale and mortgage during 
the year was 612 and 2,128 bighas respectively as compared with 2,269 and 4,277 
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bighas in 1915, the decrease being due, as has already been noted, to tbe good 
bbarif harvest and consequent ability of agriculturists to finance themselves. 
Some of the decrease may be due to the place of the village money-lender being 
taken by the Co-operative Credit Societies, but to what extent cannot be ascer- 
tained accurately. 

86. The total value of agricultural land sold and mortgaged amounted to 
Es. 1,26,971 as against Rs. 1,11,515 in 1915. The increase is mainly due to 
the value of land sold in Ajmer for building purposes. 

87. The total receipts and expenditure of the year amounted to 
Es. 5,780-13-0 and Es. 1,243-9-9 respectively as compared with Es. 6,218-10-11 
and Es. 2,168-11-10 respectively in 1915. The decrease in fees is due to the 
decrease in the number of documents registered, whilst that in expenditure is 
due to the fact that the extraordinary expenditure noted in last year’s report 
was not repeated during the year under report. 

88. All the ofl&ces of the Suh-Eegistrars except Ajmer and Todgarh were 
inspected once each by the Registrar during the year under report. 

89. The work in all offices has shown steady improvement, but Ajmer and 
Nasirabad are considerably in advance of others. This is to be attributed 
partly to the personal influence of the Suh-Eegistrars concerned and partly to 
the fact that in the offices of Kekri, Beawar and Todgarh the offices are in 
charge of touring officers who are not always able to exercise the necessary 
supervision over the registration work.

90. During the year under report, the constitution of the Ajmer Municipal Ajmer Munioi- 
Comraittee remained unchanged. The Committee was composed of 23 

members — 6 nominated and 17 elected— and contained 8 Europeans and 15 tion 86,273. 
Indians. 

91. During the year 5 special and 21 ordinary meetings were held, the 
average attendance at each meeting being 15‘25 and 12’90 respectively. 

92. The total income of the year was Es. 3,60,456 as against Rs. 2,87,5.57 
in 1915-16. The expenditure amounted to Rs 3,36,035 as against Es. 3,21,263 
in the previous year. The closing balance was Rs. 22,904. 

93. If refunds are excluded, which amounted to Es. 38,105 in 1915-16 
and Es. 43,233 in 1916-17, the figures for the two years compare as below : —

94. The increase of receipts is not due to any expansion of revenue but 
mainly to the receipt of a loan of Rs. 40,000 taken from Government for the 
purpose of defraying extra expenditure incurred on the Bhaonta Water supply 
scheme and to the fact that a total contribution of Es. 16,000 was received 
from the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Company as against 
Es. 7,500 in the preceding year. The financial condition of the Municipality 
may he gauged from the fact that without these items of receipt the 
Municipality would have been faced with a deficit,

99. The increase under the head ‘^refunds** was due to larger export of 
cloth. 

100. The decrease under the head “ Hospitals and dispensaries ” is due 
to no payment having been made during the year on account of maintenance 
of lunatics at Lahore in consequence of the adjustment of the sum due 
against an excess payment made in the previous year. 

101. The decrease under the head “ roads ” is accounted for by the fact 
that no extraordinary repairs or renewals were taken in hand during the 
year', 

102. The increase under the head “ Public Instruction ” is attributable 
to the payment of liabilities incurred in the preceding year which were left 
unliquidated. 

103. The balance of the loan of Es. 60,000 taken from Government 
in 1910 for renewing the conservancy roUiug stock was paid up during the 
year. Consequently there was a decrease under the head " interest on loans.” 

104. Expenditure in connection with His Excellency the Viceroy’s visit 
to Ajmer in November 1916 and the general Municipal elections resulted in 
an increase under the head "other items.” 

106. A sum of Es. 25,711 was paid during the year towards the liquida- 
tion of Government loans, the balance of which due by the Municipality at 
the end of the year amounted to Es. 6,48,181. 

106. The incidence of taxation was Es. 1-12-1 per head of the population 
against Es. 1-12-2 in the preceding year. 

107. The management of the Ajmer Water Works remained in the hands 
of the Executive Engineer, Public Works Department, Ajmer Division. 

108. The total rainfall registered during the year at the following places 
is as given below : —

109. At the Eoy Sagar and Budha Pushkar lakes the water levels were 
respectively 7*62 and 7-65 at the commencement and 17*86 and 7-6| at the 
close of the year. The water level of the Bhaonta well No. 6 on the 1st April 
1916 was 87‘34 while on the 31st March 1917 it was 91*92. 
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110. Water rras pumped from the Poy Sagar on different dates tlirougliout 
the whole year except during the month of August 1916. 

111. Erom Bhaonta, water was pumped from the 1st May 1916 to 
the 10th September 1916 and again from the 13th September 1916 to the 
26th September 1916, and from Budha Pushkar only during the month 
of April 1916. 

112. The Committee’s proposals for the revision of the Ajmer Municipalities 
Regulation V of 1886 and for the substitution of terminal taxation for the 
present octroi tax are receiving consideration. 

113. The scheme for lighting a portion of the city and suburbs with electri- 
city has been approved by the Committee and an agreement will shortly be 
executed, but the installation will not be commenced till after the termination 
of the war. 

114. The number of births recorded was 2,670 and of deaths 4,673 as 
against 2,6i8 and 3,086 in the previous year. 

115. The birth and death rates per mille of population were 30'96 and 
51'88 against 30‘71 and 35-78 respectively in the preceding year. 

116. The mortality among children under five years of age was 2,615 (53-69 
per cent, of the total mortality) against 1,624 in the previous year. 

117. Thirty-three deaths from cholera, 129 from small-pox and 295 from 
plague were reported. 

118. The number of inoculations performed during the year was 2,621. 

119. The total number of vaccinations performed in the Ajmer town and 
suburbs was 6,675 against 4,658 in the previous year. 

120. Although additions have been made to the conservancy plant, the state 
of sanitation in the city leaves much to be desired. The number of public 
latrines and urinals is still insufficient for the requirements of the city. No 
considerable improvement can be effected until the Committee are in a position 
to- carry out a scientific scheme of surface drainage. In their attempts to 
improve the conservancy the Committee do not receive the assistance from the 
citizens of Ajmer which they have a right to expect. It is hoped that the 
wider powers which will be given to the. Committee under the amended 
Regulation -will enable the Municipality to deal more effectively -with 
the resistance to sanitary reform which is now encountered. The main 
difficulty, however, is want of funds, and it is imperative that taxation to meet 
the cost of special services such as conservancy and water supply should be 
introduced -without further delay. 

121. It is regrettable that in connection with the outbreak of plague during 
the year certain members of the Committee failed in their public duties and were 
content to leave to others work which the public have a right to expect them, 
as their representatives, to perform. There is no prospect of any real progress 
in Municipal administration in Ajmer until the Municipal Commissioners as a 
whole realize that membership of the Committee is a privilege which caiTies 
with it obligations and must be used not to further individual and party 
interests but for the public good. 

122. The Municipal accounts were test-audited by the Examiner, Local 
Eund Accounts, United Provinces, during the year. 

123. The Committee held 12 special and 9 ordinary meetings. Beawar Muni 

124. The total income of the year amounted to Rs. 1,06,411, exceedingthatf^Pn 22^800^'^^ 
of the pre-vious year by Rs. 27,646 and the expenditure to Rs. 95,783 as against 

Rs. 91,466. The closing balance was Rs. 16,391 exclusive of Rs. 21,000 invested 
in Government Securities. 

125. The increase in receipts accrued mainly under the head “ Octroi ” and 
was due largely to the activity of the cotton trade consequent on a favourable 
monsoon and a rising market. 

126. The amount paid on refunds was roughly less by Rs. 4,700 than in the 
preceding year. 

127. The incidence of octroi taxation per head of population was Rs. 3-4-1 
as against Rs. 1-12-6 in the year 1915-16. 
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128. If a sum of Es. 11,000 invested in the War Loan be excluded the net 
expenditure sho'ws a decrease of Es. 6,683 due to the exercise of rigid economy. 
Owing to the scarcity of water at the beginning of the year a new well No. 4 
was sunk in the bed of the Jalia tank. The water difficulty was, however, subse- 
quently removed by an abundant rainfall. In the course of the year water was 
supplied to the town to the extent of 1*35 gallons per head of population at a 
cost of Es. 9,800. 

129. Owing to lack of funds no further extension of the pipe line could be 
made. 

130. The state of the roads in the Municipality is not satisfactory and pro- 
vision for their improvement is being made in the budget for the ensuing year. 

131. The numbers of births and deaths registered during the year were 
respectively 1,035 and 1,062 as against 1,121 and 1,018 in 1915-16. 

132. The accounts for the year 1916-16 were audited by the Local Pund 
Audit Department of the United Provinces during the year. 

133. There has been no change in the constitution of the Committee except 
the appointment of Dr. Biiai Narain, in place of Dr. G eta Earn. 

134. The Committee held 4 ordinary and 8 special meetings during the 

year. 

135. The total income and expenditure amounted to Es. 21,408-0-6 and 
Es. 18,957-0-4 as against Es. 15,786-9-3 and Es. 11,806-6-1 respectively in the 
preceding year. 

136. The increase in receipts was mainly under the head “ Octroi." 

187. Theincr^sein expenditure was due to enhanced expenditure under 
the heads (1) Collection of taxes, (2) Conservancy, (3) Hospital, (4) Garden and 
agriculture, (6) Public works (buildings and roads) and (6) Public instruction. 

138, The incidence of Octroi taxation per hpad of population was 
Es. 3-0-lJ as against Es. 2-1-9 J in the year 1915-16. 

139. The number of births and deaths recorded during the year was 176 
and 374 against 180 and 179 respectively in the preceding year. 

149. The accounts of the Municipality were checked by the Auditor of the 
Local Punds Accounts, United Provinces, Allahabad, from the 31st January 
to 3rd Pehruary 1917. 

141.' The balance at the credit of the Municipality at the close of the year 
was Es.^ 23,407-2-4 (excluding promissory notes to the value of Es. 2,000 
which is in deposit with the Controller of Currency, Calcutta) against 
Es. 22,966-2-2 in the preceding year.

342, The number of dispensaries, viz., six remained unchanged. The total 
number of in-door and out-door patients treated at these dispensaries during the 
year under report was 74,947 against 74,084 in the preceding year. There 
were 4,681 Surgical Operations of all kinds of which 1,878 were performed at 
the Victoria Hospital, Ajmer. The total income of the Ajmer-Merwara dispen- 
saries was Es. 23,068 and the total expenditure Es. 22,723 against Es. 20,696 
and Es. 19,438 respectively in the year 1916.

144. The Rahi crops which depended on the rainfall of 1915 were poor, 
the outturn being 0-4-0 to 0-8-0 in the rupee in the Ajmer Tahsil, 6 annas in 
Beawar and 6 to 8 annas in the Todgarh Tahsil. 

145. The Blharif crops depending on _the rainfall of 1916 were good, the 
outturn being above the normal in the Ajmer Tahsil and sixteen annas in the 
rupee in the Beawar and Todgarh Tahsils, 

Ajuer. 

146. The area sown for Eabi 1915-16 was 28,724 acres of which 4,405 acres 
failed. The outturn was estimated at 2,19,644 maunds. 

147. The area under cultivation for the Kharif , of 1916-17 was 149,103 
acres of which 2,790 or about 2 per cent, only failed. The outturn was estimated 
at 7,41,886 maunds. 

148. The actual collections on account of the two harvests amounted to 
Es. 2,09,820 against Es. 2,01,410 last year. 

149. The arrears of revenue realised amounted to Es. 40,867. 

160. The total collections came to Rs. 2,50,687 as against Es. 2,32,342 in 
1915-16. 

151. Es. 60,610 were granted as remissions during the year on account of 
agricultural calamities. 

152. The revenue outstanding out of the current year’s demand at the close 
of the year was Es. 26,699. 

163. Es. 11,510 were advanced as Takavi under the Land Improvement 
Loans Act to agriculturists in the khalsa villages and Rs. 1,000 to the Istimrar- 
dars in the Ajmer sub-division. 

154. Under the Agriculturists Loans Act Es. 20,635-8-0 were advanced to 
cultivators in the khalsa villages and Rs. 8,975 to Istimrardars. 

156. The recoveries of both principal and interest under the two Acts 
amounted to Rs. 67,623-13-3 out of a demand of Es. 1,24,437-6-6. The total 
amount of advances which remained outstanding under the two Acts at the 
close of the year was Es. 1,67,916-14-8.

156. The area sown for Rabi 1915-16 was 24,952 acres, of which 9,177 
failed. 

157. The outturn was estimated at 92,817 maunds. 

158. In the Kharif of 1916-17, 68,014 acres of land were brought under 
cultivation,, of which 6,006 or nearly 9 per cent, failed. The outturn was 
estimated at 414,307 maunds. 

159. The collection of revenue on account of these two harvests amounted 
to Es. 75,2o8 against Rs. 67,319 in 1916-16. 

160. The arreavs'of revenue realised were Es. 7,244. The total collections 
came to Rs. 82,512. , 

161. Es. 49,193 were remitted on account of agricultural calamities. 

162. The amount of revenue, out of the current year’s demand, which 
remained uncollected at the end of the year was Rs. 37 only. 

163. B s. 19,091 were advanced' under the Land Improvement Loans Act 
and Es. 1,0.5,235 under the Agriculkirists Loans Act. The realisations under 
both Acts amounted to Es. 74,808-9-8 as against a demand of Es. 1,95,162-6-0.

196. The land redeemed during the year was 6,773 bighas, vis.^ 5,661 in 
Ajmer and 1,212 in Merwara. 

196. Scarcity was declared in Merwara in March 1916. In April there 

were 4 relief works open in the Beawar Tahsil and 2 in the Todgarh Tabsill^^Qg’^yg^gf 
consisting mainly of tank embankments and the collection of road metal, measures. 
With the advance of the hot weather distress increased, the number of relief 
works rose to 10 in June. The highest number on the works was reached on 
the 27tb May when 5,606 workers were employed. Abundant rain fell in July 
and August so that it was found possible to close all the works by the 31st 
August. The distribution of gratuitous relief was discontinued from the 26tH 
August. 

197. Owing to the congestion of grass traffic on railways, the supply of 
grass was at first not equal to the demand at the Tacavi Grass Dep6ts. Cash 
tacavi was accordingly given to cultivators to purchase grass for their plough 
cattle in the local market before the break of the monsoon. The Government 
dep6ts were closed in July. 

198. Dep6ts for the relief of cattle that had emigrated to Malwa and 
elsewhere in 1915 were established in the beginning of June at convenient 
intervals along the Ajmer-Neemuch and Nasirabad-Deoli roads which were the 
principal lines of route for the returning cattle. At these dep6ts grass-doles 
were given to cattle whether belonging to British territory or to the adjacent 
Native States. These dep6ts were closed in the first week of August when good 
rain had fallen and sufficient grazing was everywhere available.

215. The gross receipts from Excise, opium and drugs amounted to Excise 
Rs. 3,37,021 as compared with Rs. 2,98,673 in the preceding year. The statements 
increase of Es. 38,348 is mainly due to an improved income under the head^°®' 

“ Country spirit.” The expenditure on establishment was Rs. 20,234 as 
compared with Rs. 19,955 in the preceding year. The net revenue thus 
amounted to Rs. 3,16,787 against Rs. 2,78,718 in the year 1915-16. The 
incidence of the excise revenue per head of the population was 10 annas and 9 
pies as against 9 annas and 6 pies in the preceding year.

219. The number of country liquor shops in the district was 116 as against 
117 ‘in the preceding year. 

220. The privilege of tapping and vending “ Tari ” was put up to auction 
and o-iven to a new contractor for Es. 550 per annum for a period of two 
years with effect from the 1st Apriia9l7. 340 trees were tapped, the yield 
being 7,22,803 gallons of tari. 

221. The demand for tari is small and shows at present no sign of 
increasing. The beverage has not proved popular except in a small area in 
the hot weather. 

222. The number of licenses issued for the sale of foreign liquor was 19 as 
against 18 in the preceding year. The license fees for the wholesale and 
retail vend of foreign spirits and foreign fermented liquor amounted to 
E.S. 2,112 as against Bs. 2,241 in the preceding year. Statistics showing the 
wholesale and retail vend and consumption of foreign liquors are given in 
appendices 40 -B and 4u e. 

223. The receipts under opium amounted to Bs. 25,250 against Bs. 29,070 
in the previous year. The decrease of Bs. 3,368 is due to the rise in the price 
of J£otiih opium which resulted in lower bidding at the auction of opium shops. 

224. The quantity of opium imported into Ajmer-Merwara for consumption 
was 49 mauuds 32 seers and 33| chataks, the duty realized being Bs. 7,971 
against 62 maunds 33 seers, 4 chataks and 6 mashas and Bs. 8,453-0-4 res- 
pectively in the previous year. 

225. The total number of licenses issued during the year for the wholesale 
vend of. opium was 4 against 8 in the preceding year. The number of shops 
for the retail vend of opium was 39, ois:., 8 in the urban and 31 in the rural 
areas. 

226. The contraband opium sent to Ghazipur factory amounted to 8 seers 
and 7 chataks. 


Hemp dugs. 227, Tlie receipt from hemp drugs came to Bs. 22,028 against Es. 22,365 

in the previous year. The number of shops for the retail vend of intoxicating 
drugs was the same as last year, vh., 16. 

Prosecutions, 228. Buring the year 62 persons were prosecuted under Excise Begulation 

of whom 61 were convicted. Under the Opium Act 62 persons were 
prosecuted, of whom 47 were convicted. Three chandn den keepers were 
prosecuted and convicted. The number of chandu dens was the same as last 
year viz., 10. 

229. Sixty-nine persons were convicted under the Police Act for drunken- 
ness during the year and out of 11 persons charged with offences in connection 
with cocaine, 9 were convicted. 

Oocame traffic. ^^®* Excise and Police establishments in connection with 

the detection of cocaine smuggling in Ajmer city has been exceptionally good 
during the year. In addition to local smugglers, two members of a large gang 
of Peshawaris which had made Ajmer its headquarters were caught and a case 
was successfully brought against one of the Delhi smugglers. 

231. Despite the vigilance of the Excise authorities, however, the profits 
of smuggling are so great that the complete eradication of this iUicit trade is 
out of the question. The place of Germany as a supplier has been taken by 
Japan, but the cocaine is of inferior quality and the imitation of German trade 
marks easily detected. 
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232. The Excise Intelligence Eureau which -was established in 1913 has General 
done useful work in systematizing the detection of breaches of the Excise remaiKa. 
Eegulation and cases of interest to other provinces have been reported.

276 The number of pupils enrolled at these schools on 31st March 1917 

was 2,827 against *2,713 on the same date in 1916. 

277. The Government grant paid during the year under report was 
B,s. 27,604 (including Rs. 1,000 to the Mount Abu A. V. School) against Rs.35,024 
last year. Of this a sum of Rs. 9,610 was on account of special building 
grants to the Husband Memorial High School and the St. Anslem’s High 
School at Ajmer.

279. There were two secondary Municipal Schools one at Kekri and one Municipal 
at Beawar with separate Lower Primary departments. The number of pupils schoolsf 
on roll on 31st March 1917 at the Kekri School which is an Anglo-Vernacular 

school teaching up to the Middle stage was 47 with an average attendance of 
43*5. The enrolment at the Beawar school which is a purely vernacular 
institution teaching up to the Vernacular Final stage was 98 with an average 
attendance of 94. 

280. T'he number enrolled in the two attached Lower Primary schools at 
Kekri and Beawar was 243 with an average attendance of 204-2. 

281. The only Government institution for training is the Ajmer Normal Training scnools. 
School. It prepares teachers for the vernacular schools in this district as well 

as for schools jn the various Native States in Rajputana which contribute 
towards its maintenance. 

282. A Model Vernacular school is attached to it where lessons in the 
practice of teaching are regularly given. 

283. The number of pupils on the rolls of the Normal School on the 31st 
March 1917 was 53 against 45 last year. 

284. Of the_24 students who were sent up for the vernacular Teacher’s 
certificate Examination of the United Provinces, 20 passed. 

_ 285. Eor training female teachers a training class was attached to the 
Christian Girls’ Boarding School at Nasirabad. 
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Girls’ schools. 286. There was no change in the number of Government Girls’ Schools 
which stood at 6. The number of pupils on the rolls of these schools on the 
31st March 1917 was 184 against 193 last year and ' the average daily attend- 
ance was 12T53 against 130‘61. The slight decrease is due to the outbreak 
of plague. With the exception of the Central Girls’ School at Ajmer which 
had three teachers and 57 pupils, all the other schools are elementary with one 
teacher in each. 

287. In addition to the six Government schools there were three public 
aided schools and 28 private schools under - private management with 266 
and 874 pupHs respectively on the rolls on 31st March 1917 against three 
aided and 26 private schools with 324 and 906 pupils respectively on the same 
date last year. 

288. Two of' these aided schools, viz., the Methodist Episcopal Mission 
Girls’ Boardiag School at Ajmer and the Christian Girls’ Boarding School at 

' Nasirahad teach up to the Anglo-Vernacular Middle standard and send up 
candidates for the United Provinces Examination. 

289. One pupil teacher deputed from Ajmer is being trained at the Eemale 
Normal School at Lucknow. 

Government and 290. The number of Government and District Board Vernacular schools 
Pistriot Board for hoys was 88, the same as last year. Of .these 10 were Secondary and 78 
Vernacular Primary against 9 and 79 last year. The increase in the Secondary schools 
schools for boys, jg ^j^g development of the senior classes in the Ajmer city school into 

a separate school and the decrease in the Primary school is accounted for by the 
closure of the school at Dabrela. 

291. The daily average number on the rolls and the daily average 
attendance was 3,878 and 3,139 against 3,802 and 3,016 in the year 1916-16. 

292. Eive students from the Secondary schools appeared at the supple- 
mentary Vernacular Einal Examination, of the United Provinces and all 
passed. . 

Eajputana 293. The annual Eajputana Middle School Examination was as usual 

Middle School conducted at Ajmer by the Inspector of Schools. The total number of 
Examination, examinees was 357 (341 from 31 schools in Ajmer-Merwara and Eajputana 
and 16 private candidates) against 461 (443 from 38 schools and 18 private 
candidates) in the previous year. The decrease in numbers is due to the 
prevalence of plague in Ajmer. The number of students who passed was 155 
against 233 last year. 

294. The four Government scholarships of Es. 5 each were drawn during 
the year -under report by pupils of the following schools

GENEEAL MISCELLANEOUS. 

296. The annual religious fair at PusEkar was held between tbe 6tli and PuBkkar Fair, 
the 10th November 1916. 

297. The number of pilgrims attending the fair was estimated at 70,0:)0. 

Many cultivators were prevented from attending the fair by harvest opera- 
tions, the reaping of the kharif crop having been delayed by rain. 

298. The arrangements for the fair and for the collection of the capitation fee 
on the sale of animals were placed, as usual, in the hands of a Committee and were 
carried out admirably. Owing largely to the thoroughness of the sanitary 
precautions the fair was free from epidemic disease of any sort. Police arrange- 
ments were efficient and no serious crime occurred during the fair. 

299. The horse show and cattle fair, as usual, formed a prominent part of 
the festivities. 

300. The details of the sales of horses, cattle and camels were as follows ; —

301. The Agricultural and Industrial Exhibition was abandoned this year, 
owing to the improbability of exhibits being forthcoming in view of the 
prevalence of severe scarcity in the previous year. 

302. The annual Urs fair in connection with the shrine of the Dargah Urs fair. 
Khwaja Moinuddin Chisti at Ajmer was held from the 4th to 9th May 1916. 

303. The attendance was about 60,000 against 38,000 in the previous year. 

304. The usual police arrangements were made and no serious crime 
occurred nor did any ffisturbance take place. 

305. There was fortunately no outbreak of epidemic disease at the Urs fair. 

306. The annual Tejaji fair was not held either at Beawar or Kekri during peawar and 

the year 1916 owing to the prevalence of cholera. Kekri Tejaji 

307. At the beginning of the year 1916, there were 14 Printing Presses, 

Two presses were closed and one opened during the year under report. Pressed? 

308. Three newspapers and six periodicals were issued during the year. Statement 
Two new periodicals appeared. The publication of one ceased during the year 

under report. 

309. Three books in English, one in Sanskrit, sixty-three in Hindi, ei^ht 
both in Sanskrit and Hindi and three in English, Urdu and Hindi were printed 
during the year. 

310. The District Magistrate, Ajmer-Merwara, collected the usual Nazrana Bhnmias’ 
from Bhnmias on the 3rd June 1916, the day appointed for observance of the 
birthday of His Majesty the King-Emperor. 

311. No official ceremony was observed. 

312. Out of the total demand amounting to Es. 3,961 on account of Nazrana 

a sum of Es. 3,553-8 was realised, leaving a balance of Es, 407-8-6 
Outstanding. ■' 
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Treasure Trove. 313. Thirty-one Government rupees, 26 Chitori rupees and 3 TJdaipuri 
rupees were found in an earthen jar by some workmen engaged in excavating the 
foundation of a house at Kekri. 

3l4i. A notification under section V of the Treasure Trove Act VI of 1878 
■was duly published. Two claimants appeared but as they failed to establish 
then* claim in a civil court in the period of six months -allowed the treasure was 
declared as ownerless and credited to Government. 

Emigration. 315. in 1915-16 only one Emigration Dep6t was maintained during 

' the year under report. Twenty-six persons were registered at Ajmer for 
colonial emigration as given below, as compared with 50 persons in the preced- 
ing year : —
